{ each of the 77,513 families contained over 5 members; and the number of houses a 
per acre wasahout 10. Of the total population, over 62 per cent. were Hindoos, 
32 per cent. Mahomedans, and 4 per cent. Christians; while the remainder 
comprised Buddhists, Jews, Brahmos, Parsees, and others. Of the Hindoos, 86 
per cent. of the males and 5 per cent. of the females can read and write; of 
the Mahomedans 16 per cent. and 1 per cent.; and of all other classes 77 per 
cent. and 63 per cent. respectively. 

_ 7. During the year under review the Commissioners suffered a severe 
loss in the death, while on furlough, of their Chairman, Mr. W. M. Souttar. By 
this sad event the Municipality ‘was deprived of a zealous and judicious 
president, and the Government of a valuable officer, who had won the respect 
and confidence of all classes of the community. The office of Chairman has 

been well filled, since April 1881, by Mr. H. L. Harrison. The Commissioners.

The Committee 
held 15 meetings during the year, some of them at the bustees under improve- 
ment, and took into consideration the whole question of the improvement 
of bustees and the best method of utilizing the provisions of the Act for i 
that purpose. A set of working rules was drawn up; classified registers were 
prepared showing the condition of every bustee in the town; rules were 
prescribed to regulate the building of new huts; and lastly (a most useful 
measure) powers were given to the Chairman to deal with bustees which were 
too small to admit of the elaborate procedure of sections 280—283: of the Act.

The night-soil fees were also levied at a very low rate. Meanwhile the 
expenditure under the three revenue funds in 1551 exceeded the receipts by 
only Rs. 1,058,352, and this is almost exactly covered by the exceptional 
items of Rs. 60,000 granted for widening the Chitpore Road, and Ks. 48,086 
f written off as profit and loss of the kntally Workshops. While, therefore, 
the ordinary Aicbatediiedts are practically in equilibrium with the 
ordinary receipts, the Commissioners have still a reserve of possible taxation 
which is estimated to produce not less than Rs. 7,50,000 per annum. 
The policy they have adopted in framing their Budget for the current year is 
to endeavour to keep the house-rate at its present limit of 7} per cent., and to 
make as little change as possible in the aggregate of the three subsidiary rates 
for water, lighting, and police.

The experiment that has been introduced of allowing the assessor to make 
collections for himself, and so practically test the information given him that a 
articular bill is irrecoverable, is reported to have worked well; and the plan of: 
eeping old and current arrears separate from each other will no doubt tend to 
promote clearness in the accounts and prevent further accumulations. It is 
very seldom necessary to have recourse to actual sale. There were 45,807 
notices of demand issued in 1881, and 37,537 warrants were served; but in 
only 27 cases was it found necessary actually to sell the property of the

Commissioners had no right to create the smallest nuisance, even temporarily, 
‘by filling tanks with refuse, even though their object in so doing was perma- 
nently to put an end toa much more serious and dangerous nuisance. ‘This 
\ ruling, if correct, is to be regretted, as it will throw great difficulties in 
the way of the Commissioners in carrying out sanitary improvements. It 
would be well to take legal opinion upon the matter. 
20. Last year the Lieutenant-Governor was compelled to remark 
on the want of energy shown in carrying out town improvements. 
It was observed that little or no advance had been made in ¢he important 
matters of drainage extension, road-making, tank-filling, and the opening out of 
bustees. During the past year all these matters have received the attention 
of the Commissioners to a greater or Jess extent, and the progress made, 3a] 
though still slow, is apparent in almost every direction. During the year 
new streets have been opened out to a lineal extent of 8,922 feet, or about a 
mile and three quarters; and an equal length of public ditches has been 
converted into metalled paths. In order to facilitate the process of widening 
_ thoroughfares, a list was prepared containing —_— for 83 distinct pro- 
jects, arranged in 5 classes according to their relative importance and cost.

the of 60 the advantage appears to be on the side of Calcutta. This is 
probably due to the removal elsewhere of the dangerously ill before death 
actually takes place. The number of deaths recorded in the Suburbs during 
the year was 11,143, which gives a death-rate per 1,000 of population of 44:3. 
The large excess of this over the rate for Calcutta is very remarkable, and 
indicates the necessity of extending to the Suburbs those advantages of drain- 
age and water-supply which have done so much for the town, : 

28, The deaths recorded from “ enteric and typhoid fever” during the 
year were 569, and would appear to indicate that this was a very prevalent 
disease in Calcutta. There is, however, reason for believing that many of 
these deaths were nat really from typhoid at all, and were assigned to that 
cause from incorrect diagnosis. y one death from bond fide typhoid is known 
to have occurred in the garnson of Fort William during the last seven years, 
though soldiers readily succumb to this disease in other stations. The experience 
of the hospitals shows that, since an accurate and reliable record has been 
maintained, genuine cases have been extremely rare, and Dr. McLeod 
ex gs opinion that “ typhoid fever is not a formidable cause of sickness 
and mortality in Calcutta, and there is no reason whatever to suppose that the 
disease has arisen or increased in the town with the construction and develop-" 
ment of an underground system of drainage and sewerage.”

The Annual Report of the Bhagulpore Division for the year 1881-82. 


Mr. Barlow was Commissioner throughout the year, but went on furlough 
immediately after its close. The report has therefore been submitted by his 
ry Mr. Metcalfe. In Bhagulpore, Maldah, Purneah, and the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, the same district officers may beorgoeliy be said to have held 
charge for the entire year; but in Monghyr, Mr. Currie officiated for only seven 
months, while Mr. Kean was Collector for the remaining five. 


2. Vours.—The Commissioner’s tour lasted 118 days, and was distributed 
over the whole year. During his tour Mr. Barlow was able to visit the head- 
‘quarter stations of all the districts in his division, and also all sub-divisional 
head-quarters, except Kissengunge and Arrareah in Purneah. The Lieute- 
eet Govemor observes that this is. the second year in which Arrareah 
has not been inspected. The Commissioner should make a point of visiting it 
before the current year ends. Mr Barlow acquired a good deal of information 
during his tour regarding the general state of his division, which must be of 
use to his successor. The points which he considered specially noteworthy 
wiil be considered under their proper heads in this Resolution. : 


_ 3. In Monghyr, Mr. Currie and Mr. Kean, between them, spent only 
72 days in the interior of the district. This is not the first time the 
Government has had to notice unfavourably the tours of Monghyr 
district officers in general, and of Mr. Kean in particular. On this occasion, 
Mr. Kean, who was Collector throughout the cold season, has disregarded

5. Public Health—The year cannot be called a healthy one. There was. 

much mortality from fever in all the districts north of the Ganges; in Bhagul-. . 

re and Purneah indeed—the districts which suffered from, inundations—-the 
Soaien was particularly severe. ‘The native aphorism, therefore, quoted by the 
Commissioner that “an inundation season is a healthy one” conflicts in’ this 
instance with the facts. South of the Ganges fever was also prevalent, but not 
to the same extent nor of so severe a type as north of the river. In portions 
of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, however, there were many deaths from thé disease. 
It would seem that for some years past a wave of fever has been advancin 

. Last year it appeared in the Shahabad district only; this year 
has spread over the whole Patna Division, and reached Bhagulpore. It is

It would appear 
that villages have been farmed to rent speculators on short leases; that 
enhanced jummas have been exacted at each successive lease; that rents have 
been everywhere raised, frequently to more than double the normal rate; that 
to enhanced rents illegal cesses have been added, and the consolidat d total ] 
made the starting point for fresh exactions; that all the influence of semi- — 
feudal landlords hacked up by the devices of unscrupulous subordinates has 
_ been directed to wringing from ryots their uttermost farthing, with the éffect 
of driving them into open resistance.
